Representatives of three or four 
liquor Interest repeal groups of Ken¬ 
tucky sought nml Inst week were 
granted tin Interview with Governor 
Lnffoon with tho avowad purpose of 
persuading the Governor to call a 
special session of the State Legisla¬ 
ture. 

The Governor met the groups and 
I very patiently listened to their petl- 
i tlon. He assured them that when the 
I next session of the legislature con- 
I voiles he will consider It his duty to 
mnke recommendations to sold leglsln- 
| ture on tills subject. The delegation 
then wanted to write or suggest those 
recommendations. The Governor then 
Intimated he felt that he was equal to 
Hint little Job and the Interview was 
over, with the re-lternted nml final 
assurance that there will lie no special 
session of the existing State Legisla¬ 
ture 

In Utah where n somewhat simlllnr 
condition exists as In our state, the 
Deseret News of Salt Lake City makes 
the following comment: 

Many of onr citizens, Iu their eager¬ 
ness to lmvo the drink question set¬ 
tled, have overlooked a fundamental 
principle. They have declared that In 
a democracy the people must he given 
a chance to vote. Persons opposed to 
repeal have been Induced to petition 
for the speclul session on this ground. 

Ultimately such matters must, of' 
course, get buck to tile [H'nple. but the 
Federal Government anil each of the 


forty-eight states have seen fll to pro¬ 
vide that constitutional changes shall 
not lie hastily made, hut shall receive 
the deliberation of the representatives 
as well ns the ratifying popular vote. 

This double check on haste Is not 
umisunt in legal affairs. 

Salesmen sometimes convince ii man 
that he should trade away or sell his 
renl estate, lie may lie willing to sign 
a deed, hut in this state, In order to 
check against haste, ns well ns to pro¬ 
tect family rights, the wife must be 
Induced also to affix her signature. 

In Corporative practice many lm 
portrait matters must go not only be¬ 
fore the hoard of directors but before 
the stockholders as well, In order to 
subject unwise proposals to fullest 
scrutiny. 

It BChoovcs all who are nnxloiis to 
retain the proved usnges of uncrifiatl- 
tutional government to . observe its 
spirit ns well ns Its letter. The mem¬ 
bers Of the Legislature may properly 
lie subjected to intellectual persuasion. 
Their standing In tlie community nr 
In their party or In their church Is 
hardly a basis of argument: nor Is It 
good citizenship to try to Induce them 
to evade the responsibility they hear 
to deliberate tills subject in the spirit 
of statesmanship. The Constitution 
does not allow them to put themselves 
Into the menial position of auto 
matons and pass tlie responsibility on 
to the people.

SHOULD BE REPEALED 

Now Hint the candidates for tlie 
Legislature are taking the stump or 
about to go on it, it is vital to know 
exuctly how they stand on most im¬ 
portant questions. The people are 
generally In favor of tlie primary 
rather than the convention method 
of nouilnntlng candidates for Govern¬ 
or nii|l other state offices. Under the 
gill Awj ilie primary 1 was the only 
lueffl.pl liy which a state ticket eouhl 
he nominated, but in recent years that 
law h|as been changed so as to put In 
the lijinds of the State Committee the 
right | to call a convention Instead of 
holding n primary to name state 
tickets .Tills amendment should he 
stricken from the statute books, leav¬ 
ing tlie primary ns the only means to 
select nominees for state offices. The 
primary election Is the only method 
iu which the people have the advant¬ 
age of the politicians. In the conven¬ 
tion plan the politician Invariably 
names the ticket. This was made so 
manifest in the last state convention, 
where several nominations were made 
of men who had not even been candi¬ 
dates before the time of the conven¬ 
tion, that it is obvious to every one 
that the political bosses absolutely 
dominate nml control a convention, 
while they cannot control a primarn 
The people want the primary and the 
politicians wunt u convention. If the 
people will control the next Lcgtsln 
ture by naming candidates who de¬ 
clare in advance on the stump that 
they are In favor of striking from 
the statute books the convention plan 
and return to the old law of having a 
primary, they will lie able to have 
such a law passed by tlie next Legls 
lature. Tlie State Committee was 
manipulated two years ago so as to 
call a convention when the people 
really wanted a primary. If the peo¬ 
ple still want a primary they should 
elect representatives to the Legisla¬ 
ture who will so amend tlie law as to 
take away from party committees tli 
power of calling conventions.—Eliza 
betlitown News.

About the Farm 

Remove nil dead bloom stalks from 
Iris, pennies, climbing roses and lullps 
In June. l*o not cut the tops off tulips, 
jonquils, and Ills. These leaves or 
blades are making food to be stored 
In the root or bulb for next season's 
bloom. Bulbs should not be removed 
until after the tops have died. 

Raspberry plants should he confin¬ 
ed to hills or to n nnrrow hedge row. 
Without such training the patch will 
become n thicket. When harvest is 
over, old canes should be cut out nud 
burned. This practice reduces tile 
chances of infecting the new growth 
with diseases. 

Water is all essential, yet often 
neglected, part of the poultry ration. 
Since the fresh egg is nearly two- 
thirds water, egg production will be 
limited unless hens are well supplied 
with fresh clean water, or are given 
all the milk they will drink. 

A septic tank is the most satisfneto 
ry means of residence sewage disposal 
us it is water light and the overflow 
is disposed ef in the soil where bac¬ 
teria, air and sunlight purify it. Cess¬ 
pools are generally condemned by san¬ 
itary engineers. 

Keep bright, palatable hay before 
calves at all times. Mixed timothy 
and clover buy is the most satisfac¬ 
tory while calves are receiving milk. 
When the calf is no longer receiving 
milk, legume hay is preferable. 

Rubbers with lips are easier to re¬ 
move when opening jars. Put the lip 
on the opposite side from the bail on 
glass top jars. Two rubbers should 
never be used on one jar.

About Worm R. medics 

The College of Agriculture and Ex¬ 
periment station do not supply for¬ 
mulas for worm remedies, su,\s a 
statement from the 1’ulvenrity of Ken¬ 
tucky at Lexington. Letters have been 
received at the Experiment Station 
saying that salesmen have been at¬ 
tempting to sell remedies which they 
said were based on formulas offered 
by the state institution. 

The poultry department recom¬ 
mends nicotine sulphate capsules for 
the elimination of roundworms, hut 
there is no known remedy for tape¬ 
worms, once they have become es¬ 
tablished. Kamilla will expel some 
worms, hut is not considered a remedy 
for tapeworms. 

The most practical method to con¬ 
trol worms, says the statement, is to 
raise poultry on uuinfested ground, 
especially during the first four or 
five months of the chick’s life. 


VETERANS CUTS EASED 

Louisville, Ky.—Changes made lit 
veterans' compensations by Congress 
during the session just closed will de¬ 
pend entirely upon executive orders 
to be issued interpreting the new com¬ 
pensation laws, and the regulations 
and procedure for their application. 

The original Roosevelt regulations 
were designed to stive $420,000,000 a 
year, while the compromise finally 
agreed to Is expected to trim ex-serv¬ 
ice men's relief by $320,000,000. Ac¬ 
cording to the Service Department of 
tin- American Legion of Kentucky, the 
first regulation Issued by the Presi¬ 
dent trader the economy act cut the 
average veteran's pay from $44.10 to 
$20.10. The final compromise guar¬ 
antees that no service-connected ease 
will lie cut more than 23 per cent. 

The economy act regulations cut al! 
presumptlvcs from the rolls, while tli 
compromise sets up reviewing boards 
to pass on whether or not their in¬ 
juries were war-connected and, pend¬ 
ing such decision, continues them on 
the rolls until October 31. Instead of 
cutting them off July 1. 

Xeuro-phjchiatirlc diseases, if de¬ 
veloped within a year from the close 
of the war, ' nre made presumptive, 
and tuberculosis If within two years. 

The rute of $30 a month for a 
widow, and $0 for each child, ofpre- 
sumptives and service connected cases 
was restored, whereas under the 
economy net orders widows were to 
have been cut to $20 with $0 for 
each child. 

Non-service connected cases were 
wiped from the rolls entirely except 
for the totally permanently disabled. 
The flat $20 u month they were to 
have received under the economy net 
was raised to $30 by the compromise, 
i Estimate was made from that 00 to 
03 per cent of tlie disability allow¬ 
ance or non-service connected eases 
will be dropped from the rolls. 

Since the basis of what constituted 
“need” is to he determined by the 
1 resident, the entire status of the 
Spanish War veterans’ situation de¬ 
pends upon the Executive order. 

Rice Means, chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Legislative Committee of Span¬ 
ish War Veterans, estimated that if 
all now on the rolls listed ns 50 or 
more per cent, disabled nre retained, 
about two-thirds of the Spanish War 
veterans will continue to receive com¬ 
pensation.

Farmers Given Free Hand 

The wheat adjustment plan, under 
which wheat farmers who agree to 
reduce acreage in 1334 and 1P33, is 
not a price fixing measure, nor does 
it place restrictions on a farmer In 
selling Ids own crop, or oil ally elevat¬ 
or man or grain processor in buying 
or selling wheat, M. L. Wilson, wheat 
administrator says. 

The farmer who comes under thu 
adjustment program can sell his 
wheat to anybody he wishes, for any 
price he wishes, at any time he wishes 
There are no “strings" to the contract. 
The farmer reduced his acreage if 
reduction is required, nud gets the 
payments as provided in ids contract, 
but the sales of the crop lie does 
raise are not under regulation. 

Mr. Wilson points out that the 
amount to he paid on the allotment 
of each farmer is fixed at the begin¬ 
ning of the season. It Is the same per 
bushel of wheat for every farmer, 
regardless of when lie sells Ids crop 
or what he gets for it, or what kind 
of wheat it is. 

In calculating the payment for each 
year, the Administration will attempt 
to rnuke the payment sufficient to 
bring the totul return to the farmer 
on his crop up to the point where it 
will have as much buying power as 
It did In the pre-war period, 1900-1014 
However, If one farmer sells his

BANKING STRUCTURE 

Speaker Outlines Threefold Co¬ 
operation Between Bankers, 
Government Officials and 
the Public to Maintain 
Bank Standards 

r ¥ T WO elements beside the bankers 
* themselves are required In order to 
give the nation universally the typo of 
banking It should have, Francis R. Sis¬ 
son, president of the American Bank¬ 
ers Association, declared In a recent 
address. Ho said that the efficiency of 
government officials upon whom the 
people rely to supervise the banks 
properly, and the patronage of the 
people themselves are factors In the 
kind of banks a community shall have, 

“There can bo no question that the 
people of tho United States should have 
banks Immune from failure and wholly 
free from bad or questionable bnnklng,” 
Mr. Sisson said. "It Is not enough, as 
President Roosevelt has said, that 
while some bankers had been Incompe¬ 
tent or dishonest, this was not true In 
the vast majority of our banks. A sit¬ 
uation should exist In which there Is 
not even a small minority of bankers 
open to question. There should be no 
room for dishonesty or Incompetency 
to exercise any Influence In banking 
anywhere. 

"While had faith and bad manage¬ 
ment enter the human factor in all 
types of business, their effects In bank¬ 
ing should be surrounded by such spe¬ 
cial safeguards as to render them no 
longer a factor in bank failures. The 
responsibility for bringing this about, 
however, caunot rest upon the bankers 
alone, for the means to accomplish It 
are not wholly In their hands. There 
are other essential elements. 

“One Is the efficiency of government 
supervision. Since we rely so greatly 
upon supervision, It may, unless It Is of 
the highest order In safeguarding the 
public Interest, create a sense of false 
security. Supervision should render 
bad banking impossible, but It has 
failed to do so. There was super¬ 
vision by presumably the highest type 
of bank supervisors In every one of the 
Instances of questionable banking that 
has shocked tho 'attention of the coun¬ 
try during the past three years. There¬ 
fore a thorough strengthening of super¬ 
vision Is clearly called for It the people 
are to rely on it to the fullest extent 
for the protection of their Interests. 

The Public’s Part 

"Another essential factor In main¬ 
taining good banks involves the part 
played by the public in banking. There 
Is certainly a responsibility on the peo¬ 
ple themselves to support that type of 
banker whose rigid adherence to sound 
principles makee a sound bank, rather 
than to give their patronage to the easy 
going banker who may be easier to do 
business with, but whose methods cre¬ 
ate a weak bank. 

“Bank customers are charged with a 
great responsibility In protecting the 
safety of their banks In respect to their 
utilization of the assets of the banks as 
borrowers. Banks have failed because 
many of their loans and securities, cre¬ 
ated in good faith by bankers In coop¬ 
erating with the business interests of 
the country, proved unsound under sub¬ 
sequent conditions. An unsound loan is 
created by the borrower ae well as the 
banker. A bank is only as sound as its 
community, and this applies also to the 
banking structure as a whole in rela¬ 
tion to the economic condition of the 
nation as a whole. 

“A bank is truly a semi-public insti¬ 
tution, hut in a reciprocal sense—it has 
its obligations to the public, but so has 
the public equal obligations to the 
bank. No one who has not sound bank¬ 
ing principles at heart has any business 
in a bank whether as a banker or as 
a customer. 

"The banker is a semi-public servant. 
He is charged with the heaviest of re¬ 
sponsibilities and obligations that occur 
In our economic life. But he can meet 
these fully only through the coopera¬ 
tion of good laws, good public officials 
who are empowered to exercise au¬ 
thority over his bank, and good busi¬ 
ness methods on the part of business 
men generally who utilize his bank. 
Only through such cooperation by all 
elements in our nation's community life 
ran we be assured of a failure-proof 
banking structure. 

"The Administration at Washington 
has taken hold of this problem with a 
iirm grasp of essentials and is exercis¬ 
ing splendid leadership toward the de¬ 
sired end. The strongest feature of the 
government program will be found In 
recognizing the joint responsibility of 
the public, of business und of govern¬ 
ment officials together with tho bankers 
themselves in creating the kind of 
banking the nation should have.” 

Improved Pasture Pays 

I MPROVED pastures are a choup 
source of feed for stock. A farmer 
In New Hampshire, cooperating with 
his county agent top-dressed his 6 
acres of pasture with 600 pounds of 
complete fertilizer at a eoBt of 675, re¬ 
ports the United States Department 
of Agriculture. After 4 weeks he turned 
uls cows out on this pasture. Tests 
made during the six woeks the cows 
grazed there showed that his herd pro¬ 
duced 7,000 pounds more milk than 
they did in the same period the pre¬ 
vious year, although the farmer hud 
one cow fewer and fed 800 pounds less 
grain. Bused on current milk prices 
ha made |189 on the extra milk and 
saved 510 ou the grain, uettlng him 
an Increase lu Income of 9120.—U. S. 
Department of Agriculture.

Just why It Is that a select ela<s of 
people Is forced to pay all the taxes 
I nnd let others escape paying a cent 
Is beyond my feeble powers of com¬ 
prehension and Just why a select class 
of people will stand for It is still more 
Incomprehensible. As I have always 
been taught, the Government of the 
United States. Including state nnd 
county government, Is of the people 
I by the iienplo. nnd for the people, hut 
If only one class of people are forced 
to pay the taxes and upkeep of the

Our Government 

— How It Operates 


By William Brnckart 


DEPARTMENT OT 31 *TB 

T LEARNED when 1 was attending 
^ « country school nnd sunbed "The 
Brinciples of Civil Government.” that 
tile secretary of state was the rank¬ 
ing oflleliil of the (’resident's cabinet, 
nnd that lie would succeed to (lie Pres¬ 
idency in event of the death or dbs- 
qunllficntion of the President nnd the 
Vice President. The worthy textbook 
also gave some meager Idoi s of how 
the secretary of state handled nil of 
tlie foreign relations of our govern¬ 
ment, and that he was tlie keeper of 
the great seal of the Union. 

The fact that the secretary of state 
Is the Intermediary between the Unit¬ 
ed States nnd other government* 
somehow was clear enough, lmt it wa* 
not until years later that I tieeam* 
nwnrn of the Important functions he 
performs In matters appertaining tv 
purely domestic affairs. 

Nearly nil of tho governments at 
tlie world maintain an office, n. unity 
deslgnnted ns the ministry of foreign 
nffulrs, which considers nnd nets no 
nothing excepting questions between 
governments. Onr I a partment ot 
State does that, but Its other work s 
equally important. It is because of 
tlie form of our government arid tbs' 
fact that our nation Is made up of 
sovereign states that It is bettor to 
correlate the functions In one agency. 

No better illustration can tie f"iirsfl 
perhaps of how the Department vS 
Stntes serves In domestic affairs than 
the fnct that tlie secretary of state 
formally publishes all la vs and re»«»- 
lutions enacted by emigres-:. It niBy 
be Just a formality after oil. but nev¬ 
ertheless every net nf cor gross pisses 
across the desk of tlie secretary, o* 
some one acting for him, before t*e- 
coming the law of tlie land. 

In order to make this phase of hi* 
work clear, consider the course fol¬ 
lowed hy a resolution of con great 
amending the Constitution, it nev« 
goes to the President at all: the see- 
rotary of state receives it direct frot* 
congress, nnd In turn transmits It to 
the secretaries of state of eneh of the 
states. After the respective state leg 
Islatures have acted, their secretary 
of state advises the secretary of state 
•f the federal government and who* 
30 of the 48 stntes have approved of 
it, the secretary of state announces! 
It as a part of the Constitution. 

In correspondence which the I'resi¬ 
dent hns with the governors of fihe 
several stales, the communication* 
pass through the hands of tl e secre¬ 
tary of state so that he stands actual¬ 
ly ns the medium by which tlie start* 
and the federal government nre 
contact. 

Mention was made earlier of Pt* 
great seal of the Union. It is eane- 
fuliy protected by the secretary nt 
state and Its preservation is Just a* 
Important as nre the copies of treat, c* 
with foreign governments, exeeuti-* 
proclamations nnd o, mmlsslons to 
which that seal Is alii :od after 'T.cy 
have been signed by the secretary z& 
state. Whenever a fugitive fr.u i jus¬ 
tice—a criminal or one charged wig* 
a crime who hns escaped to a fore®* 
land—is sought to be rtturned to tSi* 
United States, the warrant for exten- 
ditlon from the land nf Ids refuge rouuft 
bear Hie signature of the secretary 
of state and have the great seal zr- 
fixed. 

Now ns to tlie other phase of Cht 
dual jolt handled by tlie Department 
of State: that agency is the fountain,- 
bend of the nation's foreign policy 
In other words, It is the place In which 
the views of the United States, as • 
nation, on all questions affecting an¬ 
other government, nre formulated, h-s. 
cause foreign policy after nl' is noth¬ 
ing but settled opinion pursuant ts 
those views. They have their origan' 
among the men who are conversant 
with nil details of the problem asut 
while they require the sanction of the 
President always, and of the senair 
when there Is an agreement, or a csib- 
traet, arranged between the natioog, 
the fundamentals always are work** 
out under the supervision of the see- 
retnry of state. 

From this It Is easy to undorslamk 
why there Is a necessity for tlie far¬ 
thing service of diplomats who atb 
daily represent the United Stntes ft, 
every nation of the world. The high¬ 
est rank of these, of course, Is , - ue 
ambassador extraordinary and i 
potentlnry. After that rank Is th» en¬ 
voy extraordinary nnd minister plan*, 
potentlnry. Then eonte tho consul g. i. 
ernl, the vice consul and consuls. s< 
that throughout tho world a ci: 
of the United States need travel , uly 
short distances anywhere until he h 
In touch with an official of his own 
nationality. 

It is equally easy to eomprehon* 
how the relations between the Unite* 
Stntes and any other government ,tn 
maintained, for any one of the offi¬ 
cials mentioned above overlooks noth¬ 
ing that will engender good will fm 
his government. 

There are treaties of amity am 
commerce and there arc special ire 
ties on specific questions such n» 
that recently negotiated with Canada 
and relating to development of the Si 
Lawrence deep waterway to the M 
lantlc. Every one of these had then 
beginnings lu tho Department of State 
which includes tlie foreign service uit 
der its jurisdiction.
